Review of the Film Industry in 1955 


The year 1955 marks the peak 
period of production activity in 
Madras. A record number of 
101 pictures were produced in 
South Indian Studios during the 
year. Of 101 Pictures, 97 were 
actually censored and the other 
four having been produced in 
Sinhalese language were sent out 
to Ceylon. 


Of the 97 films the numbers of 
pictures in Tamil and in Canarese 
have also reached record figures 
during the year. 


The number of Tamil pictures 
has increased by 7, compared to 
last year's output. 


There is a dropin the number 
of Telugu pictures by 4. 


Till 1952, hardly two or three 
pictures were produced in Cana- 
rese. In fact in 1944, practically 
no picture was censored. But 
since 1953, the tide has turned 
with the result that as many as 
15 Canarese pictures have been 
censored in 1955. 
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Malayalam picture production 
has kept up to its usual average 
of six pictures a year. It is, 
however, a matter for note that 
almost all pictures were pro- 
duced in a single studio in Tri- 
vandram. 


Hindi picture production in 
South India has had some stabi- 
lity. There are five pictures cen- 
sored during the year and it is 
significant that wellknown artistes 
of Bombay and even from Holly 
wood have taken part in Hindi 
pictures produced in South India. 


While 101 pictures have been 
produced. during the  calender 
year 1955, there are still as many 
as 140 productions on the studio 
floors in their different stages 
of shooting. 


PRODUCTION ACTIVITY 


The course of production acti- 
vity has not been uniform throu- 
ghout the year. During 1954 the 
number of pictures completed 
each month has mostly ranged

ing out at 15800 for Tamil 16300 `

TRADE AND GOVERNMENT 

During the year, the Govern- 
ment of Madras and Andhra 
have undertaken State legislation 
for regulation of cinematograph 
shows The Madras and Andhra 
Governments have notified the 
enactments in this regard and 
formulation of rules thereunder 
is under way. 

There are today 313 permanent 
theatres and 175 touring cinemas 
in Madras State and about 225 
permanent and 60 touring 
cinemas in Andhra State. These 
773 cinemas are hardly adequate 
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to meet the requirements of 
5 crores of population in these 
two States. 


It is therefore necessary to 
increase the present number of 
cinemas by a large percentage so 
as to keep pace with the increase 
in production activity in Souh 
India. 


CO-ORDINATION IN THE TRADE 


The year 1955 is significant in 
that complete unity has been 
achieved in the rank and file of 
the trade. The Film Federation 
of India has emerged as the one 
and only body which can deliver 
the goods on behalf of the entire 
trade in India. 


By and large the year 1955 
has infused some confidence and 
sense of optimism for the future 
in the members of the trade and 
let us hope the year 1956 will 
bring in a period of stability and 
prosperity for this industry.

Under Rule 27-B. of the 
Cinematograph (Censorship) 
Rules, 1952 the certificate of 
every picture will expire at the 
end of five year period. Therefore 
pictures which had been censored 
in the year 1951 and prior thereto 
are to be recertified as a condition 
precedent for their continued 
screening. In particular the pro- 
ducers of the following pictures 
of S. Indian & other languages 
are to take steps to see that their 
pictures are recertified under the 
rules before the date of expiry. 
Their application shall be in the 
prescribed form accompanied by 
(a) a chalan for an amount 
calculated at Rs. 2/- per 1000 ft.

Tribunal said, “If really in these 
two theatres по matinee allow- 
ance was paid to workers before 
the Sastry award when they 
were running 21 shows 
per week, their books of 
account which showed the res- 
pective sums disbursed among 
the workers would have been 
the best evidence. ^ As the 
accounts have not been pro- 

uced we are not at all satisfied 
that the management has made 
out its case that matinee allow- 
ance was never paid by it before 
the Sastri Award, as contended 


by it.

If however, it is 21 per week (or 
three shows daily) a worker by 
virtue of his weekly holiday 
would have actully worked at 
18 shows only, and he had nor- 
mally to work at 14 shows and 
so he must be paid only for four 
extra shóws and not for five 
extra ones. 
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We therefore agree and find 
that shows over and above 16 per 
week should be considered extra 
shows from Ist October 1953 
and that the worker must be 
paid 7/8th daily basic wage as 
remuneration for each extra 
show and that the computation 
of extra allowance should not 
be made according to the hours 
of work under Section 14 of the 
Madras Shops and Establish- 
ments Act of 1947.
